Examiner indicated that the claims were in allowable condition, except that claim 1 1 should be amended to read on "an 

isolated" cell, and claim 18 should include an active step other than "using the particle as an antigen." 

With respect to claim 18, the Examiner suggested that the claim be amended to read on - - A method for producing a 

hepatitis C immunogenic composition comprising mixing the particles according to claim 13 with a pharmaceutically 

acceptable excipient.- - Support for this amendment may be found on page 23 of the application as filed. 

The Applicant agreed to the amendments.
